REPORT OF HOME SECRETARY. 



We have pitched our Mission tent, to-day, a little farther to the 
Dorth, yet we linger on the border of this blue lake. It re- 
minds me of our First Missionary, journeying up and down the 
shores of that Judean sea, whose waves still bear to us the com- 
mand, " Gi7, work." Present duties lying all about us, even 
pressing hard against our lives, demanding immediate attention, 
forbid our lingering long at this delightful feast. The full record 
of labor accomplished, and opportunities wasted, must be hur- 
riedly reviewed, so that these precious hours may be used in plan- 
ning for the future. 

Our society has been organized four years, and our working 
force consists of 175 Societies and Bands. Of these, 37 Soci- 
eties and 39 Bands have been formed during the past twelve 
months. There are 1,600 Presbyterian churches in these six 
neighboring States, and we can claim only one missionary organ- 
ization to every six churches. This is very strong proof of the 
necessity of home work. The greater part of the year it has 
been a serious question with us, how we could reach the unin- 
terested. If they *««»what our work really is, they would give 
a share of their time, strength and money to it. In February we 
sent out written circulars to the pastors in whose churches there 
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was no foreign missionary society, asking them to urge the ladies 
to make a beginning, and we have had several responses. All of 
these, and our smaller auxiliaries, must remember that the few 
dollars placed on the Annual Report do 'not denote all they have 
accomplished. We have felt, moreover, that the reading of our 
Magazine would enlighten all, and we hope every family will 
■oon receive it. During the last year we have received about 
$700 towards its expense in the Northwest. Hereafter it will 
be a monthly, at the same price, 60 cents per year, including 
postage. Adopting the suggestion of another, Jwould recom- 
mend to each auxiliary the election of a new officer to take 
charge of the subscription list of " Woman's Work for Woman." 
Let her duty be to solicit subscribers ; see that prompt payment 
is made in advance, and regulate all trouble in receiving the 
Magazine. The intellectual resources of many of the ladies 
have been brought out in connection with this pamphlet, and 
have added very much to its interest. Remember this depart- 
ment of the work, and frequently send u^ a tithe of your brain 
power. 

IVe have been searching up and down the land for helpers to 
assist and rest the few missionaries who are already in the field. 
We have asked for your choicest daughters — the accomplished, 
amiable, devout ones, "polishedafter thesimilitueof a palace," 
" all glorious within." We wish every missionary to receive a 
testimony like that given the veteran Lindley, by the African 
convert. " His feet were indeed beautiful, for they always car- 
ried him safely ; never have they been known to slip out of the 
way of truth, and the life of the man of God." Persia, China, 
Siam, India, all are waiting for you to send them the Bread of 
Life. Waitingi waiting/ And while they hunger, they die. 
Who will go for us? A few days ago, Miss Sarah Baasett, 
of Crawfordsville, Indiana, said to us, "Send me," and in 
August she will go to Persia, in compuiy with Mr. and Mrs. 
Labaree, who will return to the same field. Rev. Mr. Bassett 
and family, of Englewood, Illinois, went out to Persia four 
years ago, and Miss B. will join him (her uncle), and work 
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together in the new sUtion at Teheran. Now where shall we 
look for another, and another? — for we must have them. 

During the year we have assumed the support of Mrs. Holmes, 
of Persia, Mrs. Holt, of China, and Mrs. Wilson, of Laos, mak- 
ing our list for the coming year number 1 7 missionaries, 60 na- 
tive pupils, 10 Bible women, 21 Persian schools, 17 pastors' 
wives, besides schools in Brazil and Mexico. 

We are able to give out some new work to-day. To complete 
the mission houses, and for general work in Tabreeze, we ask 
for $1,000; for schools and teachers in Teheran, ¥2, zoo; for 
buildings in connection with Miss Downing's work, Chefoo, 
China, $z,ooo. In regard to specific objects, I will quote from 
Dr. Jessup'a book, " The Women of the Arabs :" 

" I. Let all coDtribntions for Woman's Work,ftn<l the educatioii of girls, 
be sent through the Women's Bosrds of Misuons. 

" 3. If possible, allow jronr donation to be used for the general purposes 
of the station, without insisting that a special pupil or teacher be assigned to 
you. But if it be not possible to maintain the interest of your children and 
youth in a wort so distant without some special object, then by all means, — 

" 3. Do not demand too much from yonr orertaxed sisters in the Foreign 
field in the way of letters and reports. The labors of a teacher are arduous 
everywhere. Bnt when instruction is giren in a foreign language, in a for- 
eign climate, and to children of a foreign nation, these labors are greatly in- 
creased. Add, then, to this toil, correspondence with theBoard of Missions, 
the daily study of the language, the work of visiting among the people, and 
receiving their visits, and you can understand how the keeping up of corres- 
pondence with twenty or thirty Sabbath -schools and Societies is a burden 
which no woman should be called on to bear. 

" 4. Do not expect sensational letters from yonr friends abroad. Do not 
take for granted that the child of ten years of age you are supporting, will 
develop into a distinguished teacher or Bible-woman before the arrival of the 
next mail. Do not be discouraged if you have to wait and pray for years 
before you hear good tidings. Should any of the native children ever send 
you a letter (and the; have about as clear an idea of who you are, and where 
yon are, as they have of the statelMtes of Jnpiter), do not expect from their 
yoDthful productions the elegance of Addison or the eloquence of Burke. 

" 5. Fraj very earnestly for Che conversion of the pupils in missioD 
schools. This I regard as the great advantage of the system of having po- 
pili tupported by Christians in the home churches, and hnown to them by 
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Dime, Thcf >re m>de the subjects of special pnyer. This is the precious 
golden bond which brings the home field neu to os, and the foreign field 
near to you. Our chief hope for these multitudes of children, now receiv- 
ing instruction, is, that the; will be prayed for bj Christians at home." 

Concerning unappropriated money sent to our Treasurer, at 
the end of the year the officers devote it to such objects as seem 
most needy, commencing the new year with an entirely new 
record. 

Since our last meeting, wc have been visited by Mr. Wood- 
side, of India, Mrs. Eddy, of Syria, Mr. and Mrs. Coan, of 
Persia, and Mr. Hutchinson, of Mexico. The work becomes 
real when you hear such men and women talk of its success. 

Presbyterial organization has proved very efficient in the 
states where it has been adopted — Michigan, Illinois, and Indi- 
ana. State organization has also been successful where it has 
been tried by other Boards. These both simplify the work, and 
lessen the duties of the Secretaries in Chicago, and every church 
is more surely reached. 

Year after year we repeat the same story ; ask you to do more, 
to give more, and to bring in new workers. We shall not 
cease from it, until " the same mind be in you which was also in 
Christ Jesus." 

It has been said that the smaller plants, the violet, the mign- 
onette and the like, are dwarfed by the heavy atmosphere of 
the earth ; and when they are raised to a proper height into a 
clearer air and the warmer rays of the sun, their blossoms 
expand into wonderful proportions, and their perfume beggars 
description. So it appears our spiritual lives are stunted in the 
gross worldly air of fashion, pleasure and extravagance. We 
must rise to the higher plane where the direct rays of the sun of 
Righteousness shall fall upon us, and arouse us to a conscious- 
ness of our great privileges, 

Go out into the world again, and, at our next meeting, may 
each one be able to say she is stronger in spirit as well as more 
abundant in good works. " Words tell what you should bej 
deeds tell what you are." 

Chicago, April 6, 1875. 
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In comparing the statistics of our work this year in the foreign 
field, with those of last, the first thought is, in the language of 
the old war-bulletins, that "the situation remains unchanged;" 
but we well know that nothing living remains unchanged, and 
we know that we are not dead. We certainly feel at times the 
quickened pulse of expectation, the thrill of unwonted prayer — 
the uplifting of stronger aspirations — not in ourselves alone, but 
borne to us along the varied channels of sympathy from htm- 
dreds of our fellow- workers, 

A lady, over eighty, belonging to a sister society, writes thus: 
" Although, shut up as I am, I cannot judge of the signs of the 
times, yet I have a feeling, a deep impression, that there is 
to be a great impulse given to all missionary efforts throughout the 
world. ' ' 

And so a more careful review of our statistics reveals growth, 
and we are cheered, not only by a fuller treasury, and a longer 
list of auxiliaries alive, but by some gain in foreign work. 

AMERICAN INDIANS. 

The withdrawal of Miss Russel from her labors among the 
Creeks makes a vacant place, which, it is humiliating to say, we 
have hitherto sought in vain to fill. Do we long for opportunity 
to work for the Master? The young ladies of the Westminster 
Mission Band, Detroit, continue their donations to this field, 
but Miss Russel's absence prevents our having fresh intelligence 
from it. 

Our missionaries among the Chippewas and the Dacotahs are 
laboring with their usual quiet earnestness. Miss Calhoun has 
had a sore trial since Christinas in the death of Ralph, ati Indian 
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boy of unusual promise, taken from the prospect of doing good 
here to some unknown work for the Master in another sphere. 
A native pastor at Flandreau is aided by the West. Miss. Band at 
Minneapolis. 

Miss Susie Dougherty, among the Chippewas, has been 
adopted by the societies in Des Moines and Winterset, Iowa. 
This arrangement will doubtless increase the mutual feeling of 
interest and dependence ; she seems to represent us more 
definijely, and the duty of care and prayer for her, devolving 
upon a smaller number, is the more likely to be well done. As 
she writes : " It gives us such a home feeling to know, when we 
are going to and fro amid our daily duties, that some are spe- 
cially interested in us personally." She also says: "Though our 
work has been limited, we feel that God has been and is here, 
doing what we cannot do. The people seem deeply stirred, yet 
quiet; it seems like 'the still, small voice ' that has penetrated 
the apparent indifference and stolidity of these benighted ones." 
She reports eight young men as "taking their stand on the 
Lord's side." And yet the Boarding School has been reduced 
from twenty-sL)t to twenty, for want of funds. Would this re- 
duction have been necessary if we had taken a few scholarships, 
as suggested last year? 

MEXICO. 

Owing to the removal of Mr. and Mrs. Thompson from San 
Luis Potosi to Zacatecas, our hopes of a flourishing school 
under Mrs. Thompson have been deferred. Our hearts are not 
sick thereat. All the Auxiliaries who became interested in the 
work at San Luis Potosi have readily transferred their interest to 
iiacatecas, and our Treasurer's report shows more given this year 
than last to Mexico. The work there is full of promise. Mrs. 
Thompson knows that we are trying patiently to wait her success 
in forming a school for us, or in selecting scholarships in schools 
already open. Advices from Mr. Thompson, to the Secretaries 
in New York, give striking evidence of the power of Gospel 
truth and light in Mexico; and here, as elsewhere, our n 
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aries have hearty commendations from men not distinctively 
religious. The recent persecutions at Acapulco show, too, that 
the Grea,t Adversary is keenly wounded by the "sword of the 
Spirit." Why does the harvest here cry for laborers to those 
who are too much at ease, or too preoccupied to hear ? 

BRAZIL. 

Three of our societies, those at Joliet, Champaign and Bloom- 
ington, are turning their attention to the whitening fields of 
Brazil. We have asked for schools under Mr. Da Gama and 
Miss Dascomb at Rio Clara, and hope, ere another year closes, 
to feel that we are really working there. 

CHINA. 

In China we have one new missionary given to us, Mrs. Holt, 
at Shanghai, whose family ties link her to Minnesota. We have 
the promise of more pupils in the schools at Ningpo, and those 
societies who have been interested hitherto in scholarships at 
Ningpo, Canton and Pekin, continue for them their donations, 
and, it is earnestly to be hoped, their prayers. The Chinese in 
California are remembered by the Richardson Mission Band, 
Detroit, and by a society at La Cros.se, Wis. But while we thus 
reach out after fresh work among the Chinese, It should be 
remembered that what is already undertaken for them needs to 
bemorecompletelydone. TheappropriationstoMiss Downing's 
work at Chefoo, by societies interested in her, do not approach 
the sum necessary to carry on that work. We have now a more 
definite knowledge of her school. Seven of her fourteen pupils 
have been given to auxiliaries, and one secretary writes that in 
adopting their pupil, they "prayed for her." Chimeh, it will 
be remembered, was last year the scene of violent persecutions. 
From Chimeh, and out of these persecutions, pupils were 
brought to Miss Downing, They did not come by stealth, but 
bore openly a banner, stating that they belonged to the "Jesus 
sect," and were going to the "just or faith school." Among 
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the people at Chimeh Miss Downing wishes to open a school, 
to be taught by one of her former pupils. Should her project 
be allowed by the Mission, it will give us fresh work, for which, 
however, the old should not be neglected. 

JAPAN. 

The vigorous societies in Grand Haven, Mich., after giving 
for three years to Japan, propose to seek definite work there, 
and probably ere this have opened a correspondence with mis- 
sionaries at Yokohama for this purpose. Here, as in some other 
matters, Michigan leads us. 

AFRICA. 

In Africa we have now no missionary. A few scholarships 
there are sustained by our auxiliaries, and we have begun a cor- 
respondence with Mrs, Bushnell, to obtain scholarships in the 
school at Gaboon, llie attention of the civilized world has 
lately been turned afresh toward Africa by the publication of 
Livingstone's last journals. His lifelong devotion to the dark 
races of this continent, his silent, patient heroism, both in life 
and death, and the grandeur of his funeral march to the sea, 
have lessons for all who serve the cause of Christ in missions. 
He-labored for future results ; he left the issues in the hand of 
God, and he was not forsaken in the end. Was not the inspira- 
tion of Livingstone's life from God ? Had God no purpose in 
it ? In the hearts of his lowly followers there was truth to him 
that is simply grand. Is there no promise for Africa in this? 
Are we to stand aside and simply look on, while others fulfill 
God's merciful designs to the children of Ham ? 

SIAM. 

It is good to say that in Siam, with Mrs. House, we have this 
year three scholarships — last year we had none ; and that the 
Richardson Mission Band, Detroit, liave had the privilege 'of 
furnishing a school-room and a dining-room for the first girls' 
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school in Bangkok, Siam. Two of these scholarships are sus- 
tained in Detroit ; one of them in Troy, 111. , by a Band whose 
name and purpose are "Excelsior." Let us take this for our 
motto toward Siam. 

Mrs. Wilson, among the Laos, has lately been assigned to the 
Young Ladies' Missionary Society of Fort Street Church, De- 
troit. They assumed her support while waiting for one of the 
long-sought missionaries to Teheran. The correspondence with 
her will open a new field of Interest to us. 

INDIA. 

In India our missionaries are the same in name and number as 
last year. The work at the comparatively new station of Gua- 
lior is full of interest and hope. Mrs. Dr. Warren there is our 
missionary. Her letters make us feel that she belongs to us, and 
the earnestness with which she entrusts herself and her work to 
the societies of Indiana, is in itself a promise of response on 
their part. She gives them two Bible readers, Martha and 
Julia, and introduces them to a Christian woman, under no mis- 
sionary organization, who yet labors with her in the constrain- 
ing love of Christ. Mrs. Warren desires to open a school for 
girls as soon as possible ; we have promised to assume this 
school when opened ; and the Little Gleaners, of St. Louis, are 
the first to take a scholarship in it. Their eagerness for its suc- 
cess can not exceed our own. 

A late letter from Mrs. Kelso, at Rawal Pindi, gives an inter- 
esting history of Bessie, her Bible woman, and speaks of their 
united labors in Zenana work. Mrs. Kelso's school is to be 
taught hereafter by Miss Jane Woodside. 

The letter from Mrs. Kelso, just mentioned, contains a touch- 
ing plea for remembrance in our prayers. Do we and our mis- 
sionaries bear one another's burdens, and "so fulfill the law of 
Christ?" Do we wing our gifts, our letters, with love and 
prayer? Do we believe, when we pray for this or that field, or 
worker, that God actually listens and answers us ? If we do, 
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will not our missionaries ktiow that we pray for them ? If we are 
one with them in Christ, can we not thrill them with our far- 
reaching fervor? 

The latest letter from Miss Morrison describes a missionary 
tour in company with Mrs. Janvier. From this they returned 
feeling, as Miss Morrison says, that " the Lord had been with 
them and enabled them to sow much precious seed, which will 
some day bear fruit." She also adds the oft-repeated plea: 
" Do pray for us, that there may be an outpouring of the Spirit 

With Miss Morrison's school we expect more intelligent con- 
nection in the future, as we have lately assumed its support. 

Physical prostration during the past year has kept Mrs. Ber- 
gen from active labor. Waiting and praying have been her du- 
ties toward us, and God gives fruit to these. 

The letters from Miss Bacon, breaking her long silence, give 
good assurance of the success of the school at Woodstock ; and 
we have greater faith than ever that this will be a fountain of 
Christian influence for India. Miss Bacon's life and labor are 
too intense to be healthful, and we fee! the danger that in the 
midst of her usefulness she will break down. Who among us is 
growing into fitness to assist or to succeed her? 

As to the labors of Miss Pratt and Mrs, Lucas, the whole year 
has been silent toward us. But we doubt not they have toiled 
faithfully, and in time we shall hear from them. If our three 
pupils at Dehra, and our four schools at Futthgurh, have been 
paid for and prayed for, that is our part ; for the knowledge of 
success we can wait. 

Mrs. Lucas and her schools will more than ever claim our in- 
terest and our funds, for we have recently included half these 
schools in our appropriations. 

We have five pupils and four Bible women, known to us by 
name, under the care of missionaries not our own. Most of 
these were with Mrs. Alexander at Mynpurie, and are reported 
to us as doing well ; though Mrs. Alexander's sickness, bereave- 
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meat, and rctnrn to this country, have interrupted ourcorrespond- . 
ence with her. 

We hope, as year after year passes away, to increase the com- 
pleteness of our correspondence with missionaries, and with 
auxiliaries, so that, hereafter, we need make fewer uncertain 
entries in our records. In 

SYRIA, 
so far as we know, we have only two pupils, one supported by 
the Bee Hive Band, Detroit, the other by the Society at Aurora, 
Indiana. Is this all we can do in Palestine ? 

PERSIA. 

We turn now to Persia. Here the first fact to sadden us is 
the failure of Miss Dean's health. At last accounts she was un- 
able to perform all her school duties ; there is danger that she 
will need to give them up entirely. To avoid closing the Sem- 
inary at Oroomiah, Mrs. Cochran has given up her schools at 
Seir. Miss Katie Cochran's return to this country leaves the 
school for Musselman girls without a teacher. 

Miss Dean, then, and Mrs, Cochran unite their strength upon 
the Seminary and the school for Musselman girls. Well may 
the American Presbyterian Church cry, "My leanness, my 
leanness !" Otherwise Miss Dean need not have been aJl these 
years without an associate, who would have spared her this pres- 
ent extent of prostration ; or, if it must come, who, with some 
knowledge of the language and of the people, could take up 
the burden from which she needs a respite. At our last annual 
report we called the school for Musselman girls our own. It 
has since seemed right for us to resign it to the care of the New 
York Ladies' Board. The Third Church, Chicago, has two 
scholarships in it, and the privilege is cheerfully accorded us of 
taking others as fast as the increase of the school will warrant. 
The bar to this increase lies not in the unwillingness of Mussel- 
man girls to come, but in the unwillingness of American women 
to go. As soon as the strongholds of Mohammedanism begin to 
yield, we withdraw from the assault. Alas for Christian peversity! 
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Since Mr. Coan's -return to this country, he has given us a 

list of (21) twenty-one mountain and village schools in Persia, 
closed by last year's retrenchment. A few of these were soon 
reopened on faith in the American churches. The Board in 
New York have now consented to allow all the others to be 
reopened on faith in the auxiliaries to whom they have been 
assigned. The average cost of these schools is only ^20' gold. 
When we remember that at least three-fourths of the sum needed 
for them has been contributed during the year passed, in spe- 
cials for the retrenchment fund, we surely need not fear that 
those societies to whom they have been given will ever fail to 
sustain them. Mr. Coan has also given us a list of native pas- 
tors' wives. Nearly all of these have been assumed by societies. 
We do not thus add to the expenses of the Mission ; but we help 
to bear them, and put ourselves in close connection with the 
native pastoral work of Persia. Have we not cause for gratitude 
in the liberty to do this work? 

Of Mrs. Coan we need not speak this year. Her gentle yet 
efficient presence in this country shows us the loss her absence 
is to Persia. 

Mrs, Dr. Holmes, who went out to Oroomiah last summer, is 
now one of our missionaries, and we tnist that as she enters into 
her work, she will make it known to us. 

Miss Jewett's later letters show an unsettled, yet hopeful, state 
of things at Tabriz. The persecutions of a year ago have 
awakened the Mohammedans to study the Gospel rather than 
repelled them from it, and at least two of their Mullahs have 
lately avowed their belief in Christ. 

Monasseh, adopted by a Boys' Society in Detroit,* (would 

* A friend sends the following : 

" The society of boys in the First Church, Detroit, who support Monasseh, 
has gfown within the past few months from six members to lorty. They pay 
(40 per year for his support, and they seem greatly interested in their work. 
Why can we not interest tbe boys more in tbe work of missions ? Why not 
try lo instill a love for Ibis precious work in their minds while they are 
young? Why not have a nurseiy for boy missionaries be well as for girls ? 
Will not oar societies Ibiok more of this 7" 
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there were more both of Monassehs and Boys' Societies), accom- 
panying Priest Maasha, has made tours among the villages, sell- 
ing Bibles to eager customers. Miss Jewett has put Mariam, an 
Armenian woman, in charge of a small class of girls, Mariam's 
support is assumed by the Society at Toledo, Ohiol During the 
past year Miss Jewett has endeavored to increase her knowledge 
of Armenian, as a means of greater labor among the women. 
To this her school has somewhat yielded. We look hopefully 
to coming letters to t^ll us of its increased prosperity. 

The need of mission premises at Tabriz is an increasing one. 
A chapel and schoolroom are almost indispensable. The present 
year seems to be the time when the f 600 already sent on for the 
chapel may be used for this purpose. The First and Second 
Churches of Chicago, have recently given about ^500 gold for 
the land. These sums, with other appropriations of the present 
year, leave a balance by no means formidable. 

TEHERAN. 

We strike, now, another minor key in our foreign record. 
Where are the missionaries for Teheran ? Alas ! while we have 
waited, fruitlessly, for two, the demand has increased, and four, 
at least, are needed for Persia — four earnest, gifted, cultured, 
consecrated women ! Where are they ? The year closing has 
so far brought us only echoes to the question ; and, while our 
hearts have saddened, our desires have only grown intenser, and 
our resolves have only deepened to seek them until they arc 
found. 

(The day after this was written God put a song of joy and 
gratitude into our hearts. He made known to us a missionary 
for Teheran, who is with us to-day. Surely we should tenderly 
and reverently say, "Praise thou the Lord, oh my soul, and 
forget not all His benefits;" nothing is too hard for Him, not 
even to make us trust Him.) 

Leaving, now, this brief record of our gains and losses in for- 
eign work, we need to stimulate ourselves by the abounding and 
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increasing necessity for exertion, and to stay ourselves upon 
God's promises, fulfilled and unfulfilled. 

"Oh! earth, earth, earth! hear the word of the Lord !" 
" Wherefore do ye spend money for that which is not bread, and 
your labor for that which satisfieth not ? Hearken diligently unto 
me." * • " Bring ye all the tithes into the storehouse, that 
there may be meat in mine house, and prove me now herewith, 
saith the Lord of hosts, if I will not open you the windows of 
heaven, and pour you out a blessing that there shall not be room 
enough to receive it." 

"I have sworn by myself, the word is gone out of my 
mouth in righteousness and shall not return, that unto me every 
knee shall bow, every tongue shall swear." "The wilderness 
and the solitary plain shall be glad for them, and the desert shall 
rejoice and blossom as the rose." 

Our presence here to day is a fulfillment of this promise ; for 
-on this continent were once deserts, which now " rejoice and 
liloesom as the rose. ' ' And in the fact that here, no less than in 
■p^an lands, there are moral deserts, whose deadly winds appall 
ns, lies a stimulus to our efforts no less potent than the woes ot 
heathendom. Of this nation it may be truly said, the whole 
head is sick and the whole heart is faint with selfishness. To 
.be healed we must go out of self. We need in our own land the 
reflex influence of far larger and more persistent prosecution of 
ithe woman's missionary enterprises. Woman hasher full share in 
ithe lavish expenditure of the day. This lavishness tempts 
tto feverish eagerness and unlawful methods to gain money ; and 
these in turn rapidly develop their natural results, in physical 
and moral death. If the majority of women were earnestly and 
constantly to set themselves against extravagance, does anybody 
:doubtthat it would rapidly diminish ? If they were to become 
inspired by the unselfishness, the calm grandeur, the patient 
.enthusiasm with which Christ's mission to the world ought to 
inspire them, would they not " spend and be spent," even here 
at home, for " things which make for peace," for the " thin^ 
of beauty" which are truly "joys forever?" It is impossible. 
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in the limits of a report, to expand this topic as it deserves ; 
but we shall do well to consider how much the prevalence of a 
missionary spirit would elevate our standards of personal ac- 
quirement, of domestic elegance, of social power. Experience 
constantly deepens the conviction that men and women not only 
of the truest devotion, but the best endowments of mind, and 
heart, and culture, the most entire harmony of character, are 
the onlyones really fitted togoout as missionaries. Experience 
does more than this — it shows that when a woman thus endowed 
or possessing the active germs of these endowments, is moved 
by the Spirit of God to missionary labor, that very labor in- 
creases her personal powers. God's laws of compensation arc 
wonderful. He made woman to long for beauty. He never 
leads her where she may not grow in beauty. 

As we approach the real Arcadia of the world's history — wc 
are looking towards it, and the rays of its glory even now flash 
up into our horizon — as we approach this Arcadia, the clear and 
patient intellect that can so master a foreign tongue as to dream 
in it ; the wide experience that thinks no land the only land, no 
good the only good ; thegracefulcourtesy which is never foiled, 
that "thinketh no evil," and so unwittingly outwits evil; the 
unselfishness in which self-denial is robbed of the denial — these 
will be common elemeiitsof our ideal womanhood. Ourfathen 
and our brothers, our husbands and our sons, will give to us and 
receive from us this blessed inspiration, and we shall find that 
in going away from home and kindred, in working for the " ends 
of the earth," we have most efficiently labored for our firesides 
and ourselves.

REPORT OF THE LADIES' SYNODICAL MISSIONARY 
SOCIETY. 

Two years since, at the Missionary Convention at Ypsilanti, 
a few of the Presbyterian women of Michigan essayed to organ- 
ize a Foreign Missionary Society which should ultimately draw 
into its working force all the women and children of the one 
hundred and fifty-five churches in the Synod of Michigan. Dur- 
ing the two years we have grown from aa societies to 66 organ- 
izations — 3S Women's Societies and 28 Mission Bands and 
Circles. 

Of the six Presbyteries we have three working on the Pres- 
byterial plan. 

Detroit Presbyter lal Society.

Three lady missionaries have been supported: Mrs. Lucas, by 
the Detroit Society; Miss Dean, of Oroomiah, by the Ypsilanti

Y. L. Society of the Fort Street Church, Detroit. This Society 
is pledged for the support of the forthcoming young lady mis- 
sionary for Teheran. Eleven pupils in India, Persia, and Syria, 
and two schools in India, have been supported, as well as native 
teachers in Siam. Aid has been given to Mission Schools in 
California and Mexico, besides ^227. 50 raised for the mission 
buildings at Teheran. Expenses of State work (some {60.00), 
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borne by the Detroit Society. Presbyterial work {|ro,oo), by 
the Central Society, of Ypsilanti. The benefits of Presbyterial 
organization were very marked in this Society — Ji.ioo.oo in- 
crease in contributions over last year. Some churches of but 
thirty or forty members have raised from J40 to |6o within the 
year for Foreign Missions.

These results have not been attained without unremitting toil 
and labor. Hundreds of letters have been written in further- 
ance of our efforts, and numerous missionary letters copied and 
circulated. The yearly State Missionary Convention, at which 
time we hold our annual meeting, and the Presbyteria! gather- 
ings, have been of incalculable benefit in promoting a missionary 
spirit among our churches, and latterly the work has received 
great impulse from the numerous addresses of Dr. Coan, of the 
Persian Mission. Several new Societies are being organized 
through his efforts. 

May we be permitted to urge upon our sisters of the Northwest 
the advantages of working in the Presbyterial form ? From our 
stated gatherings we have gone out strengthened and encour- 
aged. We seemed very near the Heavenly gates as those precious 
heart-records were unfolded, and we saw, "eye to eye." The 
inner life of our Societies, great and small, were then unfolded 
to our view — the feeblest Home Mission Churches and the larger 
and stronger all mingling their sweet experiences, trials, and 
victories together. This work has grown on our hands, and we 
are sometimes appalled at its magnitude. It has been a work of 
faith and prayer, and protean in its character. A retrospective 
view of the past year assures us that we have not lived entirely 
to ourselves, but that eternity will show a record of time not 
wholly forfeited to the Presbyterian women of Michigan, whose 
aim it has been to hasten the happy time when the "heathen 
shall be given to the Son." Let us all, in this glorious work of 
missions, so pray and work that we may hear the welcome 
words: "O, woman! great is thy faith j be it unto thee even as 
thou wilt."

REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY WORK AT MARION'. 
UNN COUNTY, IOWA. 

The "Woman's Missionary Society " wasorganized February 
r8, 1871. During this time we have supported a Bible reader 
(Hika) in West Africa, which costs about forty-two dollars 
(842.00) a year. 

This year we have twenty-six members ; have a membership 
fee of one dollar a year, and a pledge for not less than one 
penny a week beside. We have added some to our store by 
alternating our meetings from house to house, the lady of the 
house preparing sewing, and giving ten cents apiece for an 
afternoon's work. 

There are fifteen copies of the Woman's Work taken. Our 
constitution calls for meetings once a month, but for the |iast 
few months we have held them twice a month, devoting one to 
Foreign and the other to Home Missionary Work. Sent seven- 
teen dollars ($17.00) to the Board of Home Missions, and 
sent two boxes to our Home Missionary in Gibben, Nebraska, 
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valued at two hundred dollars ($200.00), orders accompanying 
these boxes that what was not needed for the comfort of the 
family to be distributed wherever wanted, whether Presbyterian 
or not. 

Our little girls' "Working Band" includes all the Sabbath 
schools who wish to join them ; their admission fee is ten cents. 
They have thirty-six members ; meet once in two weeks, 
l)repare their work, and work at home; their ages are from 
four to fourteen. They support a little girl in Mrs. De Heer's 
school, Corisco, Africa. They are now in their fourth year, and 
the interest increases rather than diminishes. 

Last June Mrs. DeHeer sent them a box of shells gathered by 
the little ones on the sea shore, which was a source of great 
delight to our girls, and they sent a box back this winter con- 
taining some specimens of their work with candy, dolls and such 
things as they do not have in Africa, valued at seventeen dollars 
($17). They had a Missionary Tree a few evenings before 
Christmas, loaded with the fruits of their year's labor, which 
they sold off, bringing into their treasury about fifty-two dollars 

The penny collection of our Sabbath School amounts to from 
thirty to forty dollars yearly, and is sent to Tabreez, Persia. 

Our monthly concert, held the first Thursday evening of each 
month, is very interesting, and we think profitable. We usually 
have an essay read, giving the history and wants of some par- 
ticular Mission field. These essays are sometimes by the ladies, 
and sometimes the gentlemen. Thiis our work goes on, men, 
women and children working together in the same great cause. 

What we do seems but a mite, yet we trust God will own 
and bless our feeble efforts, that it shall be as the little leaven, 
and go on increasing until it shall accomplish good results.

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CONSTITUTION 



WOMAN'S PRESBYTERIAN BOARD OF MISSIONS. 



This Society shall be called the Woman's Presbyterian Board 
of Missions. 



The object of the Society shall be to promote an interest 
among the Christian women of the Northwest in the work of 
Foreign Missioiis.andtoworlt in co-operation with the Assembly's 
Board of Foreign Missions of the Presbyterian Church. 

ARTICLE ill. 

The officers of this Society shall be a Prcsuient, six Vice- 
I'reside»is, or more — two of them only residents of Chicago — 
three Corresponding Secretaries, a Recording Secretary, a Treas- 
urer, sixteen or more Managers, and an Auditress. These 
officers shall be elected at each annual meeting, and shall con- 
stitute an Executive Committee, with power to appoint such 
sub-committees from their number as shall be necessary for the 
furtherance of the work in which the Society is engaged. They 
shall have power to fill vacancies occurring in the Board, and of 
appointing Corresponding members when the interests of the 
Society demand it. 
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ARTICLE IV. 



The payment of one dollar annually shall constitute a mem- 
bership, and twenty -five dollars a life membership. 



The annual meeting of this Society shall be held— 



at which time the Executive Committee shall rejiort the progress 
of the Society, the condition of its. Treasury, and make such 
suggestions as, in their judgment, the interests of the Society 
ma)- rec|uire. 



ARTICLE VI. 



A meeting of the Society shall l>e held on each month, on 

in for mutual consultation, and the adoption of 

ucli mea-sures as the prosperity of the mi^JSJon work may suggest. 



At the monthly meeting five members of the Executiv 
constitute a (>uorum. 



No special meeting shall be called except bj' the consent of 
the President, one Vice-President and one Secretary. 

ARTICLE IX. 

Any number of ladies who may form an organization for the 
same purpose as the Woman's Presbyterian B6ard of Missions, 
and desiring to co-operate therewith, may become an Auxiliary, 
by reporting the same to one of the Corresponding Secretaries 
of the Society. 

ARTICLE X. 

This Cor\sEitiition may lie altered or amended at an annual 
meeting, by a vote of two-thirds of the members present. 
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ARTICLE XI. 

Section i. This Board will work in harmony with, and 
under the supervision of the authorities of the Assembly's 
Boards of Missions of the Presbyterian Church, and shall be 
subject to their approval in the employment and remuneration 
of missionaries; and in the designation of their fields of labor, 
and in the support of Bible readers and pupils in the foreign 
field. 

Section i. AH missionaries supported by this Board shall 
be approved by the constituted Missionary authorities of the 
Presbyterian Church, and shall labor under their direction, and 
shall be subject to the same rules and regulations that govern the 
other missionaries of their particular mission. 

SEtmoN 3. The Treasurer shall receive all contributions of 
this Board, and shall pay them into the Treasury of the Assem- 
bly's Boards of Missions, as designated by the Auxiliaries, and 
all funds not thus designated shall be appropriated according to 
the decision of the Executive Committee. 



ARTICLE Xir. 

The President or one of the Vice-Presidents shall preside at 
all meetings of the Board. 

The Recording Secretary shall notify of all meetings of the 
Society and of the Executive Committee, and shall keep a full 
record of the proceedings. 

The Corresponding Secretaries shall, under the direction of 
the Executive Committee, conduct the correspondence of the 
Board with Foreign and Home Missionaries, and with all Auxil- 
iary Societies, and shall endeavor to form Auxiliary Societies. 
It shall also be their duty to present to the annual meeting of 
this Board a report of the work accomplished during the year, 
for publication. 
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CONSTITUTION FOR AN AUXILIARY TO THE WOMAN'S PRESBY-

The Society shall be called the Woman's Missionary Society 
of the Presbyterian Church o f - 



It5 objects shall be Co secure systematic contributions for For- 
eign Missions, and to disseminate missionary intelligence ; also 
to encourage missionary effort in our own Church. 



The meetings of this Society shall be held monthly, for 
business, mutual benefit, and the general interest of the cause. 

ARTICLE IV, 

The officers shall be a President, Vice-President, Secretary and 
Treasurer, who shall constitute a local Executive Committee, 
having supervision of the affairs and funds of the Society, which 
shall be remitted statedly to the Woman's Presbyterian Board of 
Missions of Chicago, this Society having the privilege of indi- 
cating the specific purpose for which said funds shall be ap- 
propriated. 
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
